Probably Fatally Injured.

1) Randolph, a slgnwrlter of May 
field, and well- known In Paducah. 
where he has worked. Ilea at his 
home In .Mayfield probably fatally 
Injured, the result of a fall from a 
moving fieight train one mile south 
of Wingo. Graves county. Ky. Sat 
erday night. 

Kandolph had been in I'adiiiah and 
desired to return home early Sunday 
morning. He did not wait for a 
passenger train, the first bejng due 
at 3:40, but. It ja alleged, boarded 
a freight train in the local yards and 
started south. He Intended to get 
off at Mayfleld. but doled off to sleep 
and did not awake until he had pass- 
ed Wingo. 

He realized be had been carried 
by his statton. and tried to get off 
In MM way he fell and broke an 
arm and leg and sustained Internal 
injuries, it is thought 

He was rendered unconscious and 
was not found until Sunday morning 
after sunrise. 

Randolph was taken home to May 
Held and his injuries dressed. It Is 
said that his condition is prerarlou. 
and his physicans have little hope 
for recovery. His leg and arms are 
I adly fractured and he shows symp- 
toms of Internal Injuries, and was 
very low (his afternoon. 

Randolph has had many narrow 
esoa|ies from probable death About 
six months nun at Mayfleld he ti^ 
employed to paint the stand pi pi . 
which Is 140 feet high. He started 
down the tall pt|K> and rather than 
work his way down on the ladder, 
took to a rope which he had secured 
to the top of the standplpe. He let 
I. ; inself down nbout 2o feet, and then 
suddenly saw he would give out be- 
fore the ground was reached. It 
was too late to pull himself up and 
he was on the other side of the pl|ie 
nnd out of reach of the ladder. 

Randolph wrapped his legs about 
tho ro|>e and began to slide the re- 
maining distance of 120 feet. Hia 
legs and ankle were cut and burned 
by the rope nearly to the bone and 
he was laid up with blood polaou 
for several weeks as a result. 

Randolph had been out only a 
short time and was Just getting Into 
slia|>e again for work wheu he met 
with the accident Saturday.

eph Wheeler. 

The body of the dead soldier was 
>vrnpped in flags under which he had 
served with almost equal vigor am' 
distinction — Ihe Stars and liars of 
the Confederate states, and the Stars 
ind Stripes. Veterans of the South- 
ern and Northern armies mingled to- 
gether in paying tribute to Gen. 
Wheeler, with the younger veterans 
of the Cuban and Philippines cam- 
paigns of 1K9S and 1899. The route 
of the funeral cortege was lined 
with grent crowds, most of whom 
stood with bared heads as the pro- 
cession passed. 

The funeral took place from the 
home of Gen. Wheeler's sister, Mrs. 
Sterling Smith in Brooklyn, where 
Gen. Wheeler died on Thursday, of 
pneumonia. The body was borne 
from the house by eight non-com- 
missioned officers of Infantry ami 
placed upon a flag-draped artillery 
caisson. 

Riderless Horse. 

A riderless horse, with boots re- 
versed In the stirrups and a cavalry 
sword dangling from the saddle was 
led Just behind the caisson. The 
church edific e was thronged. 

The altar of the church was al- 
most hidden beneath the floral offer- 
ings, one amongst them, a great 
wreath, sent by President Roosevelt. 

The brief services were conducted* 
by the Rev. Ernest Stlrea, rector of 
the churrh, assisted by Rev. Ur. Mor- 
gan Dix, who, meeting ihe body at 
the door, led Hie way to the chancel. 

After Ihe casket had been placed 
on the pedestal the full vested choir 
of St. Thomus entered the church 
singing as a processional hymn.

Following the church services the 
body was escorted to Jersey City, 
where it was placed on board a train 
ol the Pennsylvania railroad, which 
left for Washington shortly after 6 
o'clock. ;

II Is supposed, with 
suicidal Intent last night about 7 
o'clock. .She took the drug In a fit 
of despondency It is presumed, be- 
muse of ill health and donmstlc 
troubles. 

The woman separated from her 
husband more than two months ago, 
and had been residing at the board- 
ing house of Mr. A. W. Peoples, or. 
Soutli Firth street between Husbands 
and NortM streets, since her separa- 
tion. She had been In ill health foi 
several weeks and was feeling too 
bad to get up yesterday morning. 
Her meals were taken to her room 
and she ate but Utile, seeming to 
have no ap|>etitc. About 7 o'clock 
last night Mrs. Peeples went to Mrs. 
Boaz's room and walked In after re- 
leated knocks had failed to brlnp 
any resixtnse. 

Mrs. Boas was found In a semi- 
conscious state. She could not be 
aroused to speech, and Dr. B. T. Hall 
was hastily summoned. He arrived 
shortly afterwards and began to ad- 
minister antidotes, but with little 
effect. The drug had done its work, 
nnd the woman expired at 3:30 this 
morning without having regained 
consciousness. 

It is not «!•!!..»:• exactly how much 
laudanum she took, but an ounce 
vial was found on her dresser, with 
three-fourths of the contents gone. 

Mrs. Boaz was daughter of Thos 
A. McNeil, a farmer of the Boaz 
Station neighborhood, of Graves 
lounty. She married about S years 
ego and had lived in Paducah since 
her marriage. When domestic trou- 
bles caused her to separate from her 
husband over two months ugo. he 
left the city. Her health has not 
Is'en good, and she has often been 
seized with flts of despondency. The 
report that she had previously at- 
tempted suicide Is denied by her rel- 
atives. 

Her relatives were notified last 
night and this morning her father. 
Mr. Thomus A. McNeil; sister, Mrs. 
Jules Swltzer, of Ihe city, and sev- 
eral other relatives were called to 
the city. They attended the inquest 
this morning and wl!l this afternoon 
lake the remains to Boaz station for 
interment. 

She was a very attractive wo- 
man, well known on the South 
Side. She leaves a father, sister and 
In other. Mrs. Swltzer. her sister, Li 
the wife of the well-known I. C. ma- 
chinist. Her brother is Mr. Hubert 
McNeil, of near Boaz Station. 

The young woman was a member 
of the Mission Baptist church and 
the funeral will be held at Boaz Sta- 
tion tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock 
from that church. 

Coroner Frank Eaker Ibis morning 
held an Inquest over the remains of 
the deceased, the verdict being of 
suicide. It reads as follows:

The disappearance from college of 
Miss l.ura Davidson, of Mayfleld. 
K>.. a> anuounced in Saturday's dis- 
patches from i ..hi. l-i, Ky.. has creat- 
ed quite a sensation in the state, and 
STMT effort is being exerted to dis- 
cover some clue to the girl's where- 
abouts. 

A later dispatch than the one Sat- 
urday says: 

'.Mystery still surrounds the dis- 
appearance of Miss l.ura Davidson 
from one of the cottages of the Sue 
Bennett Memorial school here Friday 
night. She and some other girls 
were living in the cottage and at- 
:t'iidlng school. Her roommates re- 
tired leaving her preparing her les- 
sons, and they did not know until 
morning that she was gone. 

Site left a note on her table asking 
her roommates to ship her trunk to 
her sister at Mayfleld. Ky.. and say- 
ing that she was tired of life and was 
going to end It. and that they would 
never see her again. Her trunk was 
packed ready for shipment. 

Although Pror. J. C. Lewis, princi- 
pal of the school, and others have 
made diligent inquiries no clew can 
be found to her whereabouts. It has 
been learned that she did not leave 
London on either of the trains going 
out that night. 

Miss Davidson is an orphan girl 
and has one aunt. Mrs. Belle Chester, 
living at 1617 Maiden i..ni- Louis- 
ville. Ky. She came here at the be- 
ginning of the present school term at 
the request of Miss Lucy Lee Mahan. 
ihe evangelist who is paying her way- 
Miss Davidson was religiously In- 
clined, and it was ihe intention of 
Miss Mahan to educate her for tht 
ministry. 

Many theories have been aefvanred 
as to what has become of the girl, 
but nothing has been learned today 
to warrant any conclusion. 
A Louisville dispatch says: 
*mim interviewed last night Mrs. 
Belle Cheeter. who had received a 
telegram from Prof. I.ewli» announc- 
ing the disappearance of her niecs, 
stated that it was her opinion that 
the girl had met with foul play. She 
said that there was nothing in the 
girl's nature to lead her to suspect 
that she had taken her own life. 

"Miss Davidson visited her aunt 
during the Christmas holidays, leav- 
ing for school again on New Year'* 
day. About a week later Mrs. Ches- 
ter received a letter from her In her 
usual cheerful vein, and a few da\* 
afterward replied to It. Not having 
received an answer to her letter for 
over a week, Mrs. Chester began to 
feel a little uneasy, and was contem- 
plating writlnc again when the tele- 
gram announcing the disappearance 
of Uer niece reached her. 

"So far as Mrs. Chester was aware 
Miss Davidson had had only one 
affair of the heart, and that was with 
a young Methodist evangelist, whose | 
name she does not know, but who 
wan in Boston at the time her niece 
was visiting her here. So far as she 
knew there was no misunderstanding 
of any kind between them. 

"Mrs. Chester describes her niece 
as being a very pretty, and very intel- 
ligent young woman, with dark eyes, 
dark hair and fair skin. She was 
about twenty-one years of age, and 
was slightly 6ver five feet tall. She 
usually wore glasses. Her parents 
are both dead and she has been liv- 
ing with her grandfather. N. A. Coul- 
ter, a prominent farmer near May- 
field, Ky. A brother lives In Missis- 
sippi and a sister in Tennessee. Two 
younger sisters live with their grand- 
father."

M., Jan. 29 — The body ot 
the woman discovered in the river 
here last Thursday has been Identi- 
fied as that or Mrs. J. 0. Mangrum. 
of Nashville, Tenn. 

J. O. Mangrum. the husband or the 
deceased, or Nashville, at>4 Mrs. Lo- 
gan Trousdale, the wister, or llirming- 
haw. Ala., arrived yesterday and im- 
mediately went to the morgue where 
the clothing or the unrortunate 
\oung woman was at once recognized 
although no marks or identification 
on the liody could be found. 

All the theories advanced upon the 
i l l-. howe\er vague and indiscrimi- 
nate they may be. are based upon the 
one primary explanation -foul play. 
In ran there seems to be no doubt in 
the minds or the many who have be- 
come, acquainted with the casv. 
through the starch for the missing 
woman, but that she was foully and 
prrmeditatedly murdered. 

The Nashville city detective de- 
partment has been called upon to 
work out the mystery of her death 
the theory upon which they are work 
Ing being that she was murdered be- 
fore she left Nashville ror her money.

When she leM home the money was 
In her stocking, the supporter or 
which was rut and the stocking 
pulled down. The other stocking 
supporter was Intact. Four diamond 
rings and one ruby bad been on Mrs. 
M antrum s left hand, the glove to 
which as well as the rings was gone 
when the body was round In the 
river. As In the case of the stock- 
ings the right hand was still covered 
by tha glove. The circumstances are 
taken to Indicate unmistakably rob- 
bery. Mrs Mangrum's relatives have 
been unable to find that she boiticht 
a sleeping car ticket and railroad em- 
ployes do not recall having seen hei 
on the train on the night of Decem- 
ber II. when she wan due- to ha\e 
left Tor either St. IxmiIs or Chicago. 

Dr. James McManus. the coroner, 
stated it as his opinion that all lire 
was extinct before the body was 
thrown Into the river. He also be- 
lieves that chloroform was the me- 
dium by which Mrs. Mangrum came 
to lr 1 death 

A body may be preserved indefl 
nltely In water at this time of Uie 
year owing to the low temperature. 
It will not rise until the gases rorm 
and until It does come to the surface 
will hardlx move from Its original 
position The lime usually set la 
from ten to thirty days, aometlines 
Ion iter. 

Allowing this length or time (30 
days! it would leave a period or 
twelve days to pass before, the body 
reached Cairo.

It is also provided that no 
promises of office* or emoluments of 
any kinds whatever may be made by 
a candidate before his election. 

Judge Barry has given little atten- 
tion to the bill offered by the Louis- 
ville Bnr Association, as It does not 
conflict witlj his measure. He be- 
lieves that when all the election bills 
go into the committee, that It can 
probably effect a sort of a compro- 
mise which shall contain the salient 
features of each and lie acceptable 
to all. 

Representative Croan, who Is 
known as "Kd. the dog tax man.'' 
has polled the house, and says his 
bill will pass without any trouble 
It Is likely that when the bill comes 
up this w. • 1. an amendment will be 
offered, allowing counties to say. 1>> 
vote, whether they choose to be gov- 
erned by the law, putting the lax in 
the same class as local option. 

Mr. Halbert haa Introduced a bill 
taking out or the Jury's hands the 
l>ower to fix i>enalty tor violation of 
criminal laws. Under the provisions 
ot his bill the Jury may only decide 
upon the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant.

Paducah has a humane society, - 
n fine tiling for any city, if it is ac- 
tive and dues the work tit: which it 
In intended. 4t would r*tjnlr« a great 
deal of apace to enumerate the mani- 
fold ways In which dumb animals 
are mistreated in Paducah, but ev- 
eryone who has occasion to get out 
of doors Is Impressed with the cruel 
treatment accorded horses, dogs and 
other animals, and mostly by those 
who depend on these same patient, 
loyal beasts for a living. 

It will be well, however, for the 
new organization to fully understand 
what will be required of It; to ac- 
complish anything along the linen 
marked out for It. The members 
must themselves prevent cruelty to 
animals. There are MS laws enough 
to give any beast protection, but 
they arc not enforced. It is the du- 
ty of a humane society to sc.- that 
they are enforced. A ikjIIcc officer 
cannot arrest a man for mistreating 
his horse unless he, the officer, sees 
it himself, or has u warrant. If he 
does not see il. the person or |>er- 
hoiis who do, must swear out the 
warrant. It is not sufficient to sim- 
ply notiry an officer of the law that 
the law has been violated. It takes 
something more substantial for him 
to proceed. The witness to any kind 
of an offense can be tuado to appca.' 
before the authorities and furnish 
Information necessary for the Issu- 
ance of a wan a ii I 

In this way the humane society. 
If It use the proper tact and cucrgy 
can soon break up the cruel practi- 
ces so often seen In Paducah, c^pc 
dally on the levee. If a member of 
the society sees a horse or dog be- 
ing mistreated, it is his or her duty 
to have a warrant issued; If he or 
whe learns that someone else has wit- 
nessed a violation, it Is his or her 
duty to see that this other |>erxon 
furnishes the Information voluntari- 
ly or by compulsion, necessary to 
have a warrant Issued And this is 
not all. Wituosscs must appear in 
court and testify at the proper time, 
or else the prosecutions will become 
a farce, and violations will be as nu- 
merous as before. A few convic- 
tions on the other hand, will have 
the desired effect, and the work ac- 
complished will be well worth the 
trouble and inconvenience.

IM.SHEl) 

The union of republicans and dem- 
ocrats In the house committee cm in- 
terstate and foreign commerce In 
favor of the Hepburn railway rate- 
regulaiion bill Is a happy augury, 
hh.vs the OMSt Pamocrat.

This bill seems to meet all de- 
mands in the way of giving the gov- 
ernment the needed control over 
maximum railway rates. The work 
of sii|H-rvision will be In the hands 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, nnd the Idea is to gltc that 
that body, on complaint of any ship- 
per, the power to establish a "just, 
reasonable and fairly remunerative 
maximum rate." The commission's 
maximum rate shall go Into opera- 
tion thirty days after It gives Its or- 
der to the railways In, that connec- 
tion An apiieul by the railways is 
open to the courts If they consider 
that the commission does them In- 
justice. 

Dolliver's bill, which Is before the 
senate, is practically on (he same 
lines as the Hepburn measure. Moth 
have the president's support. It Is 
to lie presumed that he will use 
some influence in the senate In favor 
of this measure. When the bill goes 
to the sena . with the virtually unan- 
imoits vote of the house behind it, 
the senate will find it difficult to 
evade the issue which is presented 
Il is understood that other bills 
have more of the senate's favor than 
Dolliver's measure commands, but 
the principle of that bill, when it 
comes from the house In the llo|>- 
luirn ineusure, will have a big force 
behind it. The bill will be exhaus- 
tively debated in the senate. Koni- 
ker and a few other republicans will 
oppose it Hut the number of dem- 
ocrats who will Tote for It Is likely 
to be much greater. Railway rate 
icgulallon on *ane lilies has an ex- 
cellent chance for ojiaciiuent in the 
present session of congress.

II \s BEEN DKnlTKD 



Washington dispatches announce 
that Paducah has been allowed an- 
other letter carrier, and while the 
local post off! re officials have received 
nothing official to this effect, they 
are satisfied that the dispatches are 
correct, and that the carrier men- 
tioned Is to be a mounted carrier. 

Application was made for a mount- 
ed carrier about a month ago, and an 
inspector came to Paducah and cjuiet- 
ly ivestlgated the need of one. Noth- 
ing was said of his visit at the time, 
and he left fully convinced that Pa- 
ducah grr atlv needed a carrier of thl» 
description, and upon his return to 
Washington, it is understood, recom- 
mended one. 

The appointment of a carrier for 
Paducah Is consequently taken to 
mean that the carrier will be mount- 
ed as this is the only kind for which 
application has been made. 

The new carrier will give Pudurah 
twelve local carriers. double tht 
number In service when Postmaster 
F. M. Fisher took charge of the post- 
office, less than eight years ago. The 
city has grown rapidly and the car- 
rier* are heeded. The ones who are 
now In the outskirts, often do not 
have sufficient time to finish their 
second delivery, as they are not per- 
mitted to work over eight hours a 
day. Many people have been greatly 
inconvenienced by their mail having 
to he taken back to the office until 
the following day. and have not un- 
derstood it. 

Paducah now has one mounted 
carrier. Mr. Charles Holliday. who Is 
furnished with a small wagon simi- 
lar to those used by the rural car- 
riers. 

The route of the new carrier will 
be In the west end somewhere, it not 
yet having been decided Just where. 
John Hawkins, at present senior sub- 
stitute, will be the new carrier, and 
Harvey Khelton will be advanoed to 
senior substitute and be in line for 
the next regular position. Some one 
will be selected from the eligible list 
now containing five names, and will 
be appointed second substitute. 

If the growth of the free delivery 
service and force Is to be taken as 
any Indication, Paducah'* progress 
has been very rapid in recent years. 
The free delivery service was Inau- 
gurated In 1885 with five carriers. 
In 1898, thirteen years later, there 
was only one carrier more, the num- 
ber in Paducah then being sis. 

In 1906. eight year* later, there 
will be twelve, an Increase of fifty 
per cent in less than eight years. 

The new carrier will insure the 
people in every part of the city, it Is 
claimed, two deliveries a day Some 
of the districts are now able to get 
an average of only one delivery a 
day.

Memphis. Tenn . Jan. 29 — What 
might have been Interpreted as a 
premonition of the death of its fa- 
mous namettake, and what was In- 
deed a strange coincidence. Is report- 
ed In a letter from Newport. Ark , 
to Capt. H. O. Braiee. V. S. Inspector 
of steamboat hulls, or this city, 
which stales thut the steamer Joe 
Wheeler was sunk on Jan. 21. about 
twelve hours before the death in New 
York of tlic old war he.o after whom 
It was named. 

Another .coincidence, which Im- 
I jessed itself upon the people or 
Newport, was that the steamer was 
out or service at the time or the di» 
aster, being laid up at the wharr 
and undergoing repairs, being prac- 
tically rebuilt, ready to take up a 
new term of service which was the 
identical hope of the battle-scarred 
veteran lying on his deathbed In 
New York. 

This hope was destroyed in the 
rase of the steamer almost without 
warning for rhe rapidly ri-lng White 
river suddenly carried away the craft 
the other night and it Is pronounced 
a total loss. 

The Joe Wheeler was a river boa 
of 9 4 tons capacity, and ran on the 
Tennessee river tor some years, be- 
ing purchased by Capt. George R1d- 
dell. of Jacksonpor*. who afterwards 
sold it to Capt. W. A. Joyce, the last 
owner. For the past three or rour 
j ears t lie Joe Wheeler has been run- 
ning on the White river and last fall 
was laid up to be rebuilt.

Indianapolis. Ind.. Jan. 29 — For 
ItN first time In his life. John Mitch- 
ell, head of the yreatest labor organi- 
zation in the world, met bin Water- 
loo in a debate with the operators. 
Francis L Bobbins, the spokesman 
for the operators In the Interstate 
convention, placed Mitchell In the 
humiliating position of refusing to 
accept an offer made by Bobbins to 
make a wage scale on the basis of 
arguments made by Mitchell himself. 

The sensational episode came after 
a speech made by Mitchell, who had 
previously presented the demands of 
the miners to the convention. This 
was In the afternoon. All morning 
the miners had considered the propo- 
sition of forcing the Southwestern 
operators and miners Into the inter- 
state agreement. The operators had 
voted against it the duy before. 

The miners met in executive ses- 
sion today and voted to back down 
on the proposition. This cleared the 
way for opening arguments on the 
wage scale. 

President Mitchell read the de- 
mands of the miners and began an 
argument In a general way why an 
Increase of 12% per cent should be 
conceded the miners. He stated that 
every coal trade paper In the United 
^tates for months had printed re- 
ports that the coal operators were 
enjoying great prosperity. 

• These show," he declared, "that 
coal has increased In price at leasi 
GO cents a ton." 

When he sat down Bobbin* arose 
and said: 

• If President Mitchell is honest in 
his statement we can settle the wage 
scale right here. The operators are 
willing to open their books and per- 
mit the scale to be fixed on what they 
show. If the books show that your 
president is telling the truth then wo 
will give you an Increase. If they 
show that the price of coal has de- 
creased we will expect a reduction." 

Robblns* statement came like a 
bombshell. No such coup had been 
expected. The mlnera sat silent, 
awaiting the reply of their chief. For 
two minutes the latter remained si- 
lent. Then Vice-President L#wls 
arose and endeavored to give Presi- 
dent Mitchell a hint as to the proper 
answer. 

"This is a rather broad challenge 
operators have made." he said. "But 
we like to know If they intend to pre- 
sent statements here baaed upon the 
fictitious or real value of their prop- 
erties." 

As President Mitchell still re- 
mained silent Bobbins cried out: 

"I demand an answer to my offer 
from President Mitchell.." 

The Utter, who was seated at the 
speaker's table, arose and said: 

"I decline to answer." 

This came so unexpectedly that the 
miners were dumfounded. They ex- 
pected him to accept the cue of Vice- 
President L«wia Then loud mur- 
murings arose all over the great hall. 

Before there was a chance for a 
storm Robblns arose and said: 

"As your president refuses to ac- 
cept our offer, which is based upon 
his own argument, I will proceed to 
discuss the wage scale he has pre- 
sented." 

Then for half an hour Bobbins 
flayed the miners in a manner never 
before heard in a convention. He de- 
clared that they had presented a de- 
mand for an Increase In wages as an 
excuse to avert a reduction. Then 
he read a statement from the books 
of the Pittsburg Coal company which 
showed 'that If President Mitchell 
had accepted his offer the miners 
would have to submit to a reduction. 
The company sold coal for 22 cents a 
on le«,s In 1904 than in 1903 and 
last year a further reduction of 9 
cents was suffered. He read a re- 
port made by Vice-President Lewis 
to the miners, showing that the oper- 
ators of Central Pennsylvania who 
were not members of the interstate 
agreement were paying less than In 
the four competitive states and that 
the miners were working nine hours 
a day.

F. F. Boswell, aged 17. a check- 
ing clerk employed In the night aer- 
vlce of the local L C. yard depart 
ment. was made a prisoner by acci- 
dent in a big refrigerator car yes- 
terday morning in the L C. south 
1 tarda, and had It not been for his 
accidental discovery by a car 1 nspec 
tor. the > on tig man might now be 

■ pending hundreds of miles south on 
a manifest freight train, his friend- 
i nd employers knowing nothing of 
Ida whereabouts. 

Boswell was sent out early In the 
morning to check a string of freight 
cars in the yards. He. with all otl - 
er checking clerks, had beeu Instruct- 
ed by (Sonera! Agent John Donovan 
to get Into every freight loaded car 
II the car was not sealed, and see if 
<n> thing was missing. Boswell start- 
ed out about 4 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing to work over the cars. He sav 
the seal of a big loaded refrigerator 
tar had been broken, or the door not 
sealed at all. and climbed up to In 
vesllgate. 

Refrigerator cars are made strong- 
er than ordinary freight cars, and 
have a patent door which opwns on 
binges. When the door la closed 
It shuts and latches automatically 
en the outside, and very little air 

■ an get iu or out. The double walls 
of the car prevent much sound ea- 
escaplng. While lu the big car with 
the door standing open. Boswell was 
made a prisoner by a switch engine 
passing on the siding, striking the 
open door and knocking it shut. The 
automatic latch worked beautifully 
and Boswell found himself a pris- 
oner. He beat on the sides of tht 
car. shouted and did everything he 
toiild thluk of to attract attention, 
but few pedestrians and employes 
were out at that lime in the morning. 

Boswell was Imprisoned at 4 
o'clock and was not released until 
9. when ho was accidentally discov- 
ered by an Inspect or who was going 
Into the south yard* to Inspect cars. 
The Inspector heard a muffled sound 
In the car and lifting the latch look- 
ed In He found Boswell frantic and 
well-nigh exhausted from his hour* 
o< futile iteating and shouting In the 
car. Boswell bad little to say but 
made straight for the yard office and 
then home for a good rest.
